In the seven important surplus corn pro- 
ducing states of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Iowa, 
Nebraska, and Kansas the government fig- 
ures on Sept. 1 promised a yield of 1,269,000,- 
000 bushels. It is known that at least 500,- 
000,000 bushels are in jeopardy and would be 
ruined wholly or in part by protracted cold 
weather. 

The hope of the farmers and the leaders in 
commercial centers rests on the fact that 
only three times during the month of Sep- 
tember in the last twenty-five years has 
killing and general frost occurred. But a 
fourth recurrence of such a calamity now 
would entail the enormous loss of millions.

TO WATCH VICTIMS OF DRUG. 


Folicemen “with Imagination” Are the 
Kind Requested, That They May 
Have the Power to Detect Suspects 
from Among Those Who Enter Drug 
Stores—Circular Warning Issued to 
Pharmacists—Ald. Kans Says He Has 
Won His Paving Bet, oe 


Policemen “ with imagination ’’ are want- 
ed to track down “ cocaine fiends.’” William 
H. Sage, representing the state board of 
pharmacy, asked Chief O'Neill yesterday to. 
station detectives at the doors of suspected 
drug stores to Iie in ambush for possible 
purchasers of the drug. i" 

“When they see a man whom they might 
suspect of being a user of the cocaine,” ex- 
plained Mr. Sage, ‘they can follow him 
Into the store and watch him make the pur-. 
chase. Afterwards they can arrest him for 
disorderly conduct and search him. If they 
find the. cocaine they can secure a summons 
against the druggist.” 

Mr. Sage is to prepare his proposition in 
outline and submit it im writing, and the 
chief has promised to take steps to stop the 
illegal sale of the drug. . : 


Circular to Druggists. 


The attention of druggists has been called 
‘to the new cocaine law in a circular issued 
by the state board of pharmacy. After ad- 
vising all druggists to exercise great care in 
the selection of catarrhal powders they offer 
for sale, the circular gives the following 
affidavit of Hans Mannhardt, chemist in the 
employ of the Columbus laboratories: 

Hans Mannhardt of the city of Chicago first be- 
ing duly sworn on oath says that he is an analytical 
chemist, and that he has made chemical analysis 
of samples of each of the following named prepara- 
tions, as submitted to him by the Illinois state 
board of pharmacy—towit: Crown catarrh pow- 
der.

MAYOR’S PARTY IN PERIL -

‘Steel common’s record. In the next quarter, 
however, no dividend wae forthcoming. An 


» @gually remarkable case, in the panic of 


i806, was the fall in American Sugar Re- 
fining shares to 61%. They then and for

annum; hence that particular buyer netted 
10% per cent. 

“It must be added, however, first, that
